Rio  dr  Janeiro,  June  30th,  1891. 


We  regret  In  say  that  another  revolution- 
ary movement  has  appeared  in  Argentina, 
which  threatens  serious  consequences  in  (he 
integrity  of  that  republic.  During  the  past 
week  a  party  of  revolutionists  suddenly  over- 
turned the  provincial  government  of  Cata- 
marca,  and  in  an  incredibly  short  time 
obtained  possession  of  the  whole  province 
and  cut  oft  communication  with  the  rest  ot 
the  republic.  On  Saturday  a  similar  outbreak, 
with  a  similar  result,  occurred  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Santiago  del  Kstero,  and  last  night's 
telegrams  indicate  a  similar  movement  in  the 
province  of  Tucuman.  Reports  are  also 
current  in  regard  to  an  insurrectionary  ten- 
dency in  the  province  of  Cordoba.  As  the 
Argentine  government  has  only  a  small 
force  at  its  command,  the  greater  part  of 
which  is  required  to  preserve  order  and 
maintain  national  authority  in  the  city  of 
Buenos  Aires,  the  prospect  for  subduing  the 
revolutionists  is  not  at  all  promising,  The 
montaneros.  of  the  interior  provinces  area 
hardy  and  turbulent  race,  and  if  this  insur- 
rection is  popular  in  character,  rather  than 
political,  they  will  not  yield  without  a  bloody 
struggle.  When  it  is  considered  that  the 
provinces  of  Knlre  Rios  and  Corrientes 
are  also  in  a  very  disturbed  condition,  it 
must  be  confessed  that  the  outlook  is  far 
from  reassuring.  The  entire  country  is  torn 
with  political  dissension,  and  dissatisfaction 
everywhere  exists  over  the  evils  brought 
about  by  the  rank  misgovernment  of  the 
past  ten  years.  Wholesale  thievery  has  at 
last  worked  the  ruin  of  one  of  the  finest 
countries  in  the  world,  and,  however  much 
we  may  regret  it,  it  must  be  confessed 
that  the  result  is  just  what  might  have  been 
expected. 


On  the  25th  inst.  the  first  call,  signed  by 
Sr.  V.  P.  May  rink,  for  60$  per  share  of  the 
National  Mortgage  Hank  was  due.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  this  monstrous  con- 
cession was  granted  to  a  number  of  illus- 
trious recently-arrived  personages  here,  and 
by  Gen.  Barbosa,  then  chief  of  the  Treasury 
and  now  a  senator  of  the  republic.  It  appears 
incredible  that  the  legislature  will  permit 
the  decree  of  July  31st,  1890,  to  remain  on 
the  statutes  of  the  organized  government, 
and  if  the  senators  and  deputies  can  consider 
anything  beyond  petty  questions,  we  earn- 
estly ask  their  attention  to  this  concession, 
lis  very  provisions  show  how  hastily  it  was 
drawn  up  and  approved,  for  special  re- 
ference is  made  to  "wire  and  posts  for  fenc- 
ing "--a  clause  that  so  evidently  discloses 
the  origin  of  the  scheme  and  its  parents, 
that  the  mere  reference  to  it  should  suffice 
to  alarm  Brazilians.  It  will  be  argued  that 
nothing  will  ever  result  from  this  grand 
banking  scheme.  Anything  of  advantage 
to  the  country,  we  believe  will  not ;  but 
damages  to  the  holders  of  the  concession 
may  be  claimed,  and  will  the  legislature 
then  hold  Gen.  Barbosa  responsible?  Barao 
ile  Lucena  has  shown  commendable  activity 
in  curtailing  engagements  entered  upon  in 
the  name  of  the  nation  by  Gen.  Glyceric  ; 
he  will  surely  not  permit  the  organization 
of  an  institution  that  is  perfectly  unneces- 
sary ;  whose  organizers  were  inspired  with 
an  expectation  that  the  curse  of  ceduhu 
could  be  thrown  upon  Brazil,  and  which 
was  left  in  oblivion  for  twelve  months  for 
some  purpose, which  it  is  requisite  to  examine 
into.  The  ruin  of  our  southern  neighbor 
by  such  men  and  such  measures  is  too  re- 
cent to  be  ignored,  and  this  "  wire-fence  " 
measure  for  loading  the  country  with  debt 
should  be  carefully  studied  before  any  further 
steps  arc  permitted. 


It  is  probably  useless  to  offer  any  more 
protests  against  the  ignorance  and  brutality 
which  rule  in  this  city  in  the  treatment  of 
yellow  fever  patients.  In  any  civilized 
country,  the  publication  of  such  an  expose- 
as  that  which  appeared  in  the  Pah  in  regard 
to  the  S.  Sebastilo  hospital  would  have 
aroused  popular  indignation  to  such  a 
degree  that  a  radical  reform  would  have 
been  forced  upon  the  government  without 
a  moment's  delay,  and  the  men  responsible 
for  the  abuses  denounced  would  have  been 
dismissed  in  disgrace.  In  this  capital,  how- 
ever, there  is  apparently  no  such  sentiment. 
The  men  who  are  sent  to  the  S.  Sebastifio 
death-trap  are  generally  friendless  strangers, 
for  whom  there  is  no  sympathy,  and  for 
whose  sufferings,  ami  death  there  is  no 
regret.  There  is  and  can  be  no  further 
excuse  for  the  damnable  practices  which 
have  sunt  so  many  men  to  their  death  ami 
to  the  pauper's  trench  during  the  past 
summer.  And  to  our  bitter  regret  there  is 
no  compensation  for  the  inhumanity  and 
brutality  from  which  so  many  strangers 
have  suffered.  It  may  be  considered  that 
we  are  talking  without  just  cause ;  our 
readers  shall  judge  for  themselves.  Last 
week  two  mechanical  engineers,  Americans, 
in  the  employ  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive 
Works,  were  taken  ill  with  yellow  fever  at 
Sea  ton's*  boarding  house  on  the  Gloria  hill. 
They  were  attended  by  two  physicians,  who 
pronounced  the  cases  to  be  yellow  fever  and 
serious.  The  boarding  house  happened  to 
be  filled  with  members  of  the  (.'leary  opera 
troupe,  and  the  sanitary  authorities  ordered 
that  the  patients  should  be  removed  to  the 
[urujuba  yellow  fever  hospital,  On  Satur- 
day the  ambulance  service  removed  the  men 
and  it  was  presumed  that  they  had  been 
taken  to  the  boat  landing  to  be  sent  across 
the  bay  to  the  hospital.  When  the  Baldwin 
igents  were  informed  of  the  removal,  they 
at  once  sent  a  steam  launch  across  to  Juru- 
juba  to  look  after  the  men,  but  wete  unable 
to  find  any  trace  of  them.  The  sanitary 
authorities  were  then  visited,  and  then  the 
chief  oi  the  ambulance  service  'this  on 
Sunday  afternoon),  when  it  was  discovered 
that  the  men  had  been  sent  to  the  S.  Sebas- 
tiao  death-trap  —  now  used  as  -a  small-p  >x 
hospital  —  as  small-fox  palienls.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  no  launch  was  ready  to  take 
them  to  furujuba,  whereupon  the  ambu- 
lance man  took  upon  himself  the  respon- 
sibility of  pronouncing  them  small-pox 
eases  and  sending  them  to  S.^  Sebastiao  ! 
When  the  friends  of  the  unhappy  men  were 
able  to  reach  them  on  Monday  morning, 
they  were  already  past  all  human  aid  and 
insensible  to  further  inhuman  ignorance  and 
cruelty.  In  our  opinion,  this  is  a  case  of 
sheer  murder.  The  employers  ofthese  men 
would  have  paid  any  price  for  their  treat- 
ment, but  the  authorities  gave  them  no 
chance  No  excuse  can  now  restore  them 
to  life,  nor  will  ever  remove  the  belief 
that  they  were  killed  by  the  ignorance, 
stupidity  and  insensibility  of  the  so-called 
sanitary  authorities  of  this  city.

LOAM  Of  THE  COMPANH/A  GERAL. 

However  incomplete  the  result  of  the  vast  oper- 
iitiun  in  which  tlte  public  here  and  in  the  principal 
money  markets  of  Europe  was  yesterday  invited  to 
participate,  there  is  no  longer  any  doubt  thai 
enough  has  been  accompli  shed  for  th  s  gradual 
financial  restoration  of  this  singular  company.  Il 
is  not  at  once  that  this  colossus,  formed  of  so  many 
separate  bodies  entirely  disjointed  or  injudiciously 
united,  can  assume  the  correct  proportions  of  a 
solid  enterprise.  The  work  now  done  reflects  great 
honor  011  Visconde  da  Leopaldina ;  and  no  less 
praiseworthy  was  the  conduct  id"  the  Banco  do 
Uracil  which  intervened  in  the  transaction  for  the 
benefit  ol  the  Companhia  Genii's  Brazilian  creditors, 
of  whose  interests  the  English  proposed  to  take 
no  account. 

We  have  been  informed  that  the  20  %  cash  re- 
quired was  exceeded  by  some  400.000$  in  yesler- 
lay's  subscription  in  this  city,  tiiat  is  that  the  sum 
of  6.760,000$  was  required,  whereas  20  %  of  yes- 
terday's subscription  amounts  to  7,160,000$. 

liven  if  nothing  beyond  a  mere  conversion  is 
accomplished,  die  company  will  derive  therefrom 
substantial  benefit,  amounting  to  2,000,000$  a  year, 
,ii  perhaps  to  even  more. 

In  the  next  place  to  Hie  bearers  of  innumerable 
gold  and  paper  debentures  that  circulated  greatly 
depreciated  here,  is  now  open  the  great  European 
market  to  which  sooner  or  later  these  debentures 
ail!  naturally  gravitate. 

Finally  it  is  a  Tact  not  generally  known  that  the 
floating  debt  of  the  company  had  reached  and  pass- 
ed the  magnificent  figure  of  13,000,000$  which  in 
itself  was  a  constant  danger  to  this  badly-managed 
enterprise.  This  debt  is  now  paid,  or,  if  the  term 
is  preferred,  consolidated — which  greatly  redounds 
to  the  benefit  ol  the  shareholders. 

The  total  debt  of  the  Companliia  Geral,  including 
this  floating  debt  and  the  various  series  of  bonds 
and  debenture-,  in  circulation,  is  151,800,000$,  the 
foreign  debt  being  calculated  at  the  rate  of  241V. 
The  ^'14,500,000$,  nominal  amount  of  this  loan, 
are  equivalent  to  the  round  sum  ot,  say,  1S0,- 
000,000$.     Il  is   evident,   then,   that  the   company 


can  pay  or  convert  its  indebtedness— or  nearly  nil 
its  debts,  for  the  cost  of  the  issue  must  be  taken 
Into  account  as  well  as  the  discount  of  10%  with 
which  llie  new  loan  is  offered  lo  die  public. 

On  (he  other  hand  we  learn  that  the  company 
will  now  have  the  right  \n  receive  some  38,000,000$ 
from  the  three  banks  it  has  purchased,  the  English, 
the  Creililo  Universal  and  the  Colonisador  e  Agri- 
cola.  Whether  il  is  good  policy  for  a  railway  com- 
pany to  go  into  the  banking  business  is  a  question 
we  leave  for  others  to  decide ;  our  own  opinion, 
however,  is  decidedly  against  il. 

In  facl  we  believe  that  the  bad  reputation  of  llie 
Lcopoldina  management  was  due  lo  nothing  else 
thrill  its  wanl  of  attention  lo  the  technical  business 
ol  the  load  and  lo  iis  involving  itself  in  operations 
and  manipulations  sometimes  of  a  very  reprehen- 
sible character,  Il  is  mil  astonishing  thai  its  succes- 
sor lias  now  to  submit  lo  the  extreme  humiliation, 
fell  by  nil  Brazilians,  of  abdicating  the  supreme  con- 
liol  of  its  affairs,  a>  we  were  informed  some  days 
igo  by  a  telegram  from  our  London  correspondent, 
11  lavor  of  three  Hnlitdi  subjects  selected  by  a  se- 
r.nd-clnss  l.-oidon  bank.

PLANTA  TION  WAGES. 

Araraquara,  June  15th,  1S01. 
The  Editor  0!  Ike  Rio  News. 

Dear  Sir. — I  have  been  do  busy  to  reply  earlier 
o  your  request  of  May  26th  and  am  still  too  oc- 
:upied  lo  give  much  attention  lo  this  interesting 
question. 

Perusal    of   the   enclosed   accounts  will,   I  hope, 

lerest  as  well  as  help  ynu  lo  Ixdteve  that  the 
colonist  has  some  chance  in  Brazil. 

I    can    vouch   for    their    accuracy,    knowing    the 

"Rolfsen"  should  make  al  least  Rs,  i,ooo$ooo  in 
cash  next  year  and  will  then  have  sufficient  know- 
ledge and  capital  to  plant  coftee  by  contract.  Con- 
tracts vary  slightly,  some  fazendeiros  pay  600  rs, 
per  tree  at  llie  end  of  the  41I1  year,  others  pay  only 
400  rs.  Inn  give  the  colonist  the  fruit  of  the  4th  lo 
5th  year.  As  an  example  of  what  a  colonist  can 
make  on  these  terms,  I  will  cite  the  case  of  "John 
Ihptista  Tel m  and  family."  They  undertook  to 
plant  and  raise  14.000  coffee  trees;  the fazendeiro 
advanced  them  during  llie  four  years  Rs.  7oo$ooo. 
With  this  money  and  ihe  catch  crops,  planted  the 
first  two  years  between  the  rows  of  coffee  trees, 
they  fed  and  clothed  themselves.  At  the  end  of 
the  fourth  year  they  were  paid  the  balance,  Rs, 
4,ooo$ooo,  and  the  crop  they   sold  for  n,ooo$ooo. 

Paid  by  the  month,  farm  hands  are  earning 
45$0O0   [22  dollars]  their  food  and  lodging. 

The  contractors  of  the  extension  of  the  Rio  Claro 
Ry.  are  paying  from  2$6oo  to  2$8oo  per  day  for 
men  and  are  short  handed. 

On  concluding  I  would  like  to  point  out  that 
since  the  abolition  of  slavery,  the  position  of  the  im- 
migrant has  changed  entirely.  I  am  fully  aware  of 
the  many  shortcomings  ol  the  Brazilian  planter, 
but  see  no  reason  to  exaggerate  these.  That  dur- 
ing the  several  years  that  I  have  lived  on  farms  in 
this  and  in  the  province  of  Miuas  I  have  not  met 
wiih  the  whipping  posts,  nor  blood-hounds  yon 
refer  to  and  although  willing  to  allow  for  and  tole- 
rate much,  as  one  of  your  readers  I  certainly  refuse 
tu  accept  an  opinion  on  such  an  important  subject 
based  mainly  on  three-year-old  hearsay.

RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 

— Sovereigns  were  quoted  at  $18.40  on  the  27111 
in  Buenos  Aires,  which  gives  a  rate  of  3G5  for 
paper. 

—  No  wonder  the  Argentine  banks  are  unman- 
ageable! The  directors  of  the  Provincial  Bank  re- 
cently resolved  to  dismiss  So  employes  from  the 
bank  in  Buenos  Aires  and  170  from  their  brandies. 

—  The  national  haul;  of  Rioja  lias  found  it  im- 
possible to  pay  interest  and  redemption  charges  on 
the  J  4,000,000  gold  loan  from  the  Banco  National, 
and  the  governor  recommends  the  province  to  as- 
sume the  obligation. 

—  A  steward  and  sailor  of  the  British  gunboat 
B> amble  were  drowned  at  Montevideo  on  the  20th 
by  the  upsetting  of  a  boat  in  which  they  were 
going  ashore.  The  water  was  rough  and  three 
other  sailors  were  rescued  with  some  difficulty. 

—The  Union  Civica  party  of  Buenos  Aires  seems 
to  have  broken  up  into  two  factions  over  the  nom- 
ination for  the  vice-presidency,  one  parly  favor- 
ing Irigoyen  and  the  other  Uriburu.  In  the  present 
state  ol  Argentine  affairs,  it  is  very  singular  that 
the  well  meaning  men  ol  the  country  can  not  lay 
aside  such  petty  differences  for  the  common  good  ! 


Legislative  Notes 


June  22. —  Senate.  —  A  motion  was  voted  for 
sending  a  message  to  the  President  of  the  repub- 
lic asking  for  a  list  of  the  judges  appointed  for 
the  Supreme  Court,  in  order  that  provision  No.  12 
of  Art.  48  of  the  constitution  may  lie  executed. 
A  resolution  was  introduced  for  regulating  the 
action  of  the  Senate  on  appointments  made  by  the 
President  of  the  republic  subject  to  its  approval. 
The  bill  establishing  incompatibility  between  stale 
and  federal  offices  was  discussed.  Chamber  of 
Deputies. — Deputy  Justiniano  Serpa  spoke  against 
the  motion  voted  in  the  Senate  calling  on  the 
President  of  the  republic  to  lay  before  thai  body 
the  boundary  treaty  between  Brazil  and  Argentina. 
He  moved  that  the  Senate  and  President  be  inform- 
ed that  the  Chamber  maintains  the  right  assured 
it  by  Art.  29  of  the  contitulion  of  initiating  the 
discussion  of  the  treaties.  Deputy  Oiticica  spoke 
on  the  financial  stale  of  the  country  and  moved 
that  the  President  of  the  republic  be  requested  to 
furnish  information  lo  the  chamber  on  the  following 
points: — amount  of  gold  deposited  in  the  treasury 
by  banks  as  a  basis  for  the  issue  of  notes  ;  amount 
of  present  issue  of  bank  notes  on  a  specie  basis, 
and  amount  of  issue  authorized  ;  amount  of  gold 
actually  held  by  the  treasury  as  a  guarantee  lor  the 
notes  issued;  amount  of  lite  floating  debt  of  the 
country.  In  the  discussion  of  the  permanent  rules, 
Deputy  Jose"  Aveiiuo  proposed,  but  afterwards 
withdrew,  an  amendment  permitting  committees  to 
ask  for  the  appearance  ol  ministers  before  the  cham- 
ber for  the  purpose  ol  making  explanations.  In  the 
same  discussion  Deputy  Zama  spoke  ol  ihe  duty 
of  calling  the  executive  power  to  account  for  the 
crimes  it  lias  committed,  and  said  that  ihe  Brazilian 
nation,  ailer  63  years  of  freedom,  is  not  disposed 
to  become  the  slave  of  a  dictator,  even  if  he  were 
a  man  ol  ability,  and  still  less  of  a  simple  soldier 
who  has  nothing  but  personal  courage  to  recom- 
mend him. 

JUNE  23.— Senate. — A  motion  of  Senators  Silva 
Canedoand  Paranhos  aking  for  information  on  the 
state  of  affairs  in  Goyaz  passed  without  debate. 
This  motion  requires  the  government  to  state  what 
steps  it  lias  taken  to  guarantee  Ihe  lives  of  the 
representatives  of  the  people  of  Goyaz  and  the 
free  exercise  of  their  functions,  seriously  threatened 
by  military  force.  The  incompatibility  bill  was 
voted  in  2nd  discussion,  the  vole  on  the  1st  article 
being  29  to  II,  on  the  2nd  29  to  9,  and  on  the  3rd 
28  to  11.  Chamber  of  Deputies,—  Deputy  Serzedello 
moved  that  the  government  he  asked  to  inform  the 
chainlier  whether  it  has  annulled  the  unconstitu- 
tional favors  granted  to  a  projected  bank  in  Parana 


by  ex-Governor  Aguiar  Lima,  In  his  speech 
justifying  this  motion  he  described  the  character 
of  the  ex-governor  who,  he  says,  displays,  in  the 
office  he  holds,  the  ability  lo  be  nothing  more 
than  the  instrument  of  those. who  appointed  lllm. 
In  illustration  o(  the  ex-governor's  character  he 
laid  before  the  chamber  the  following  documents 
which  had  not  previously  been  made  public:  — 
"T"'eu  am  from  Col.  Aguiar  Lima  lo  Gen. 
Hermes  Foitseca,  IVrnainhueo,  Nov.  19,  iSSn. 
I  maintain  order  here.  Complete  abstention. 
Adhesion  10  the  Emperor.— Col,  fosr  Ceroiteira  tie 
dgttlar  Lima."— "From  Col,  hays  to  Col,  Aguiar 
Lima,  13-h'a,  Nov.  19,  1889,  You  are  all  alone  in 
your  rdhesion.  Emperor  has  embarked.  Neither 
resistance  nor  protest.  As  a  soldier  and  a  friend 
I  advise  you  lo  adhere  to  the  provisional  govern- 
ment. Whole  of  Pallia  joyfully  proclaims  republic. 
I  letiues  and  whole  garrison  has  adhered.     1  assure

Col,  Aguiar  Lima  to  Col.  Buys.  Periiainbuei: 
Nov,  20,  18S9.  Your  te'egrain  of  yesterday  receiv- 
ed. Garrison  and  I  adhere  to  provisional  gov- 
ernment in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  from  which  I  have 
solicited  instructions.  I  have  never  received  remu- 
neration for  my  military  services.  When  Comte 
d'Eu  was  here  some  lime  ago  he  did  not  show 
me  ihe  proper  consideration, — f,  Cerqueim  de 
eiguiar  Lima, " — Deputy  Munin  Freire  and  others 
introduced  a  bill  prohibiting  the  use  of  lilies 
and  decorations.  Deputy  Anlao  de  Faria  spoke 
against  the  municipal  contrrcts  for  paving  and 
sanitary  improvements  in  this  city.  Deputy  Jose 
Avclino  spoke  against  the  motion  voted  by  the 
Senate  in  regard  to  the  boundary  treaty,  and 
moved  that  the  government  be  requested  to  lay 
the  treaty  before  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

Junk  24.  —  Both  houses  without  a  quorum.  In 
ihe  Chamber,  Deputy  F.  Glycerio  moved  that  the 
government  be  req rested  lo  furnish  a  correct  list 
of  the  imnv'p'ation  contrrcts  made  in  virtue  of 
decrees  of  June  28th  and  Nov.  71b,  1890,  a 
statement  of  the  area  and  prce  of  lands  granted 
by  the  government  and  liabilities  of  the  treasury 
for  the  settlement  of  immigrants,  and  an  estimate 
of  the  liabilities  incurred  through  contracts  lor 
railways  and  oilier  roads  and  for  establishing  land 
offices  in  Europe.  In  defending  this  motion  he 
slated  thai  be  had  discovered  a  mistake  of 
120,000,000$  in  the  calculations  published  in  iela- 
lion  to  these  matters. 

JtlNK  25. — Senate— A  message  was  received  from 
the  President  of  tiie  republic  communicating  that 
the  boundary  treaty  with  Argentina  had  been  sent 
lo  the  chamber  of  deputies.  From  the  department 
of  justice  was  received  a  communication  enclosing 
a  list  ol  the  judges  appointed  for  the  Supreme 
Court.  Bills  for  altering  the  coinage  and  (or  com- 
piling the  fiscal  legislation  of  the  country  were 
introduced,  Senator  Ruy  Barbosa,  in  offering  a 
resolution  on  the  boundary  treaty,  alluded  lo  ihe 
threats  made  against  Congress  hy  ihe  friends  of 
the  government.  Senators  Tavares  Basios  and 
Rosa  Junior  spoke  against  the  incompatibility  bill 
and  Senators  'Ruy  Barbosa,  Gil  Goulart  and  Joa- 
quim  Cruz  in  its  favor.  The  bill  was  passed  in 
3rd  discussion  and  sent  to  the  engrossing  com- 
mittee. Chamber  of  Deputies.— -Deputy  Eduardo 
Goncalves,  alter  expressing  his  concurrence  in 
Deputy  Serzedello* s  strictures  on  the  administra- 
tion of  Gen.  Aguiar  Lima  in  Parana,  related  an 
anecdote  of  the  poet  Pope  and,  applying  il  lo  the 
stale  of  affairs  in  Brazil,  said  llial  he  was  tempted 
to  exclaim  :  "  It  is  easier  lo  make  a  new  republic 
than  to  straighten  the  present  one!  "  Deputy 
Serzedello  expressed  the  opinion  that  ihe  recently 
elected  governor  of  I'ara,  Dr.  Lauro  Sodie,  will 
prove  a  barrier  lo  any  further  attempts  of  the 
general  government  to  interfere  in  the  affairs  of 
that  state,  and  withdrew  his  motion  asking  lor  in- 
formation in  regard  lo  those  affairs.  Several 
deputies  then  spoke  in  regard  to  the  contract  for 
sanitary  improvements  in  this  city.  The  Chamber 
was  still  without  a  quorum. 

Junk.  26.-—  Senate.— Senator  Amaro  Cavalcanli 
recited  the  acts  of  government  intervention  in  the 
afiairs  of  the  stales  and  said  ihatt  he  federal  sys- 
tem had  been  destroyed  by  those  who  were  trusted 
with  its  defence.  Senator  Campos  Salles  oftered, 
but  afterwards  withdrew,  a  resolution  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  joint  committee  of  three  members 
from  each  house  to  report  on  rules  for  regulating 
ihe  discussion  of  treaties.  After  some  discussion 
in  which  Senators  Americo  Lobo,  Gomensoro,  Jose 
Ilygino,  Quinlino  Bocayuva,  Saraiva  and  Elyseu 
Martins  look  part  and  in  which  the  doubtful 
attitude  of  ihe  government  towards  the  boundary 
treaty  was  severely  criticised,  Senator  Uuy  Barbosa 
withdrew  the  resolution  he  had  offered  on  the 
previous  day.  C/iamber  of  Deputies.— 'Deputy  Vin- 
haes  moved  for  information  from  Ihe  government 
in  regard  to  Ihe  deportation  of  the  Italian  operative 
Amilcar  Donali.  Deputy  Anlao  de  Faria  moved 
that  the  government  be  asked  to  furnish  the  cor- 
respondence with  minister  Aniaral  Valenle  relating 
to  the  reciprocity  treaty  with  the  United  Slates. 
Availing  himself  of  the  opportunity  to  inquire 
what  documents  had  been  sent  to  the  house  in 
regard  to  the  boundary  treaty  with  Argentina,  he 
was  informed  that  no  document  had  accompanied 
that  treaty  except  the  explanatory  maps.  Deputy 
Zama  read  an  editorial  of  the  Duuio  do  Contmcrcio 
threatening  congress  with  reaction  or  dtctatm ship, 
if  it  dares  to  call  lo  account  the  executive  branch 
of  the  government.  Reaction,  he  says,  already 
exists,  and  he  does  nol  know  what  more  the  friends 
of  the  government  wish  unless  it  is  to  raise  scaf- 
folds In  the  public  places.  Alluding  to  the  inter- 
ference of  the  government  and  the  abuses  of  its 
agents  in  the'states,  he  compared  the  legislature  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  lo  the  senate  of  Caligula  and  Nero. 
"It  is  a  disgrace  lo  the  republic!"  exclaimed 
Deputy  F.rico  Coellio.  Deputy  Zama  concluded 
with  a  motion  requesting  the  government  lo  inform 
the  chamber  whether  il  has  applied  lo  Bahia  Ihe 
doctrine  contained  in  instructions  lo  the  governor 
of  Para,  in  which  il  is  declared  that  the  office  of 
sectional  judge  is  incompatible  with  a  seat  in  the 
state  legislature.  The  Chamber  still  without  a 
quorum. 

June  27. — Senate. — The  session  was  occupied 
with  the  rules  presented  by  Sr.  Kuy  Barbosa  for 
governing  executive  sessions.  Upon  closing  the 
discussion,  it  was  found  that  the  Senate  was  with- 
out a  quorum,  and  the  voting  was  accordingly 
postponed.     Chambet  of  Deputies, — Messages  were 


received  fi tlm  President  submitting  Ihe  Wash- 
ington arbitration  treaty  of  April  281ft,  1890,  the 
convention  with  IVni  in  regard  to  eartns  ro^atonns 

between  the  Amnion  provinces  of  the  two  coun- 
tries, ami  part  of  ihe  documents  relative  lo  the 
Missiones  treaty.  A  special  commission  was  ap- 
pointed lo  report  upon  Ihe  last-named  treaty.  An 
interpellation  was  presented  by  Sr.  Alisiides  Lobo 
asking  the  government  for  copies  of  all  Ihe  con- 
Iracls  celebrated  by  the  inlendencia  municipal.  On 
reaching  the  Slid  part  of  the  order  of  ihe  day,  il 
was  found  lhal  the  Chamber  was  without  a  quorum 
and  the  session  was  closed.

—A  Pcrnambuco  telegram  of  the  24th  says  that 
Irom  all  points  in  that  state  congratulations  have 
been  received  over  Ihe  election  of  Barao  de  Lucena 
to  the  office  of  governor.

Owing  to  the  continued 
prevalence  of  yellow  fever  Mrs.  Conger  was  unable 
to  spend  more  than  a  day  or  two  in  the  city,  and 
her  sudden  resolution  to  return  home  is  therefore 
cause  lor  general  regret  in  our  small  colony.  Mr. 
Conger  has  now  taken  up  his  resilience  al  No.  45, 
Kua  das  Lnrangeiras,  where  ihe  legation  is  located, 
and  will  be  glad  to  see  his  Iriends  at  that  place.
